The Soviet delegate at the Rome con- 
ference explained that Russia has no Mm- 
tention of either cutting down its wheat 
acreage or of ceasing to “dump” wheat in 
foreign markets, On the contrary, there 
is to be an increase in the acreage, and the 
export will have to be enlarged to pay for 
Russian imports, which now amount to 
$500,000,000 a year 

‘rom which the plain conclusion 1s 
thut if foreign countries want to stop the 
“dumping” of Russian wheat in their mar- 
kets the way to bring that about is to 
stop selling goods to Russia. The remedy 
is in their own hands, ‘They are not very 
likely to apply it. But if they refuse to 
apply it, what is the gain in continuing to 
protest against the “dumping” or in try- 
ing to persuade Moscow to stop dumping? 

The Soviet is not giving away wheat. 
It is not, primarily, selling wheat at less 
than production cost in order to throw the 
economics of other countries out of hitch, 
It is exporting to pay for its imports, im- 
ports which it must secure if it is to carry 
out the five year plan about which the 
world is doing so much nervous speculat- 
ing. If other countries are as much con- 
cerned as they claim to be about the em- 
barrassed position of their wheat-growing 
farmers, why do they not do as Canada 
has done; prevent Russia exporting wheat 
by refusing to sell it the things for which 
it must pay in wheat? 


THE BEAVERBROOK EPISODE 


Lort! Beaverbrook's filibustering ex- 
ploit has petered out, He has sought and 
made peace with Baldwin, on Baldwin’s 
terms. The great “crusade” that was to 
sweep the British voters into a massed at- 
tuck on the traditional fiscal policy of the 
country, and incidentally sweep Baldwin 
out of publie life and Beaverbrook into the 
premiership, never even got going, Two 
bve-clections and two defeats; that is the 
record of the brief but lively adventure 

Canadians may be supposed to be in 
terested, moderately, because His Lord 
ship saw fit to say he was fighting for 
“Iempire Free Trade.’ He was in fact

The collapse of this pretentious decep- 
tion in no way lessens the prospect of sell- 
ing Canadian wheat in Britain, or other- 
wise developing a larger trade between 
the old lands and the dominions, 

If Beaverbrook would go farther than 
3aldwin and put a tax on foreign food sup- 
plies, the country would not let him, and 
made that fact clear on the first and every 


opportunity given, The notion that the 
Britisher will tax his food in return for 
any tariff concession the dominions are 


likely to give his manufactured goods is 
sheer delusion, 
SHOWING THE WAY 

In the language of the late Kaiser, 
Germany aud Austria have put Murope in 
the presence of “an accomplished fact.”

THE SESSIONAL OUTPUT 

The legislature at the recent session ac- 
complished quite the usual addition to the 
size of the statute book of the province, a 
substantially larger addition than was 
made by its predecessor at any recent 
session. Wighty-five bills were translated 
into law, five of them private measures 
and eighty of general import, There were 
nine more on the order paper, but they 
perished by the way. Only one was re-

If the world is to be made better by 
multiplying laws, quite evidently the new 
legislature of Alberta stands prepared to 
help bring on the milleneum, But there is 
{ room for more than a suspicion that the 
legislature would have had to enact fewer 
statutes at the late session if former legis- 
latures had, been more careful as to the 
| statutes they were enacting. A good part 
| of the sessional output consists of amend- 
| ments to acts that would not have needed 
amending if they had been studied more 
} attentively in the first instance, The same 
may be said of each succeeding session, 

It does not follow that the province 
would certainly be better governed if few 
er laws were passed. That would not be 
the case, obviously, if they were passed 
with no more study of the conditions to be 
met, the objects to be attained, and the 
wording of the statutes themselves, than 
is devoted to the scores which now go 
| through the mill. But there cannot be 
much doubt that the members would con- 
fer a favor alike upon themselves and the 
public if they devoted as much time and 
attention to the enactment of a few laws 
as they now expend on the production of 
a multitude,

Finishes Financial Year 
About $116,379,855 
in “Red”

LONDON, April 1.--Great Britain's 
financial year, 1930-31, which ended | 
last night, showed a@ deficit of about 
$116,470,855, instead of the surplus of 
$11,080,000 planned in the Snowden 
budget of last April. This deep tn 
cursion into the “red” column is at- 
tributable to the fact that revenue | 
yielded $67,750,000 less and expend 
iture amounted to $59,625,000 more 
than budget calculations forecast 

Actual revenue totalled $4,879,470,- 
000 and expenditures $3,995,850,000 

This represents the largest adverse 
balance in the national accounts since

the financial year, 1926-27, when the | 
deficit was $183,365,000, 
The present 4eficit has already 


been met by borrowings, Part of the 
adverse balance is artificial in that 
it is offset by excess payments to the 
sinking fund, Budget requirements tn 
regard to the sinking fund would be 


satisfied with payments amounting to! 
$277,000,000 but this has, in fact, been 
exceeded by $57,156,000 The red de- | 


ficiency is, therefore, not $116,379,855 
but is $59,225,000 
BETTER THAN EXPECTED | 

From the point of view of the forth 
coming budget, the results of the past 
year are not nearly so depressing a& 
had been expected. The problem 
faced by Rt. Hon, Philip Snowden, | 
chancellor of the exchequer, will be 
modelled largely upon his debt poliey 
for 
the debt as he did in the last budget 
this would give an aggregate expend- 
iture of approximately $4 040,000,000 
Revenue for the last year was more 
than $5,.879,000,000, Thus there is left 
a difference of about $160,000,000 | 

The real gap between the two 
figures may prove to be greater owing 
to the effect which the depression in} 
trade during the last 12 months is | 
likely to have on the near year's yield 
from income taxes and other revenue 
items 

There exists a fund of $165,000,000 
known as the ‘dollar exchange 


; account,” part of which may be used 
to relieve the coming budget and 
especially debt obligations. There. is 


also available a budget of $20,000,000 
in the rating rellef suspense account 
and, possibly, by the time these aids 
have been enlisted, Mr. Snowden's 
problem of making ends meet may be | 
relieved considerably 

Some increase in taxation is ex- 
pected bul it is not likely to be so 
drastic and widespread as has been 
suggested
